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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Applicant's submission for RCE filed on Nov. 13, 2008 has been entered. Claims 
1-25, 82, 84-90 are pending. Claims 17 and 82 are amended by the applicant. 

Election/Restrictions 

2. Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 : 

I. Claims 1-16 are drawn to a PKI certificate architecture, classified in class 
713, subclass 156. 

II. Claims 17-25 are drawn to a method for a network connected gaming 
system to prevent unauthorized software component of constituent of the 
gaming system from executing, classified in class 726, subclass 26. 

III. Claims 82, 84-90 are drawn to an automated platform to enable an on- 
going regulatory certificate of a plurality of authorized software 
components of a network connected gaming system, classified in class 
713, and subclass 175. 

The inventions are distinct from the other because inventions I, II, and III are 
related as subcombinations disclosed as usable together in a single combination. The 
subcombinations are distinct from each other if they are shown to be separately usable. 
In this instant case, Invention I has separate utility involving a PKI certificate 
architecture for network connected gaming system, Invention II has separate utility 
involving a method for network connected gaming system to prevent unauthorized 
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software components of constituent computers of the gaming system form executing, 
comprising a software restriction policy certificate rule for each of the plurality of 
executable software components, Invention III has separate utility involving au 
automated platform to enable an on-going regulatory certification of a plurality of 
authorized software components of a network connected gaming system, comprising a 
reference platform, a certificate platform, a secure communication link between the 
reference platform and the certificate platform for enabling manufacturer or designated 
subcontractors to remotely configure the software building environment on the 
certification platform. 

See MPEP §806. 05(d). Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons 
given above and have acquired a separate status in the art as shown by their different 
classification, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper.
